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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3,6-13 and 15-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claim 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses three levels of 
memory, each possessing data in and data out buffer blocks and a multiplexing circuit 
capable of tying the third level DOUT buffer block to the DIN buffer block of the first and 
second levels of memory for selectively loading data in a manner which substantially 
simultaneous relative to accessing the data in the third level. Specifically the examiner 
was unable to find in the prior art of record the structure claimed by claim 1 where data 
from the third level memory could be loaded into the first level memory (bypassing 
second level memory) within a clock cycle. Therefore claim 1 is found allowable over 
the prior art of record, given the claimed structure and method of operation. 

Claims 2-3 and 6-10 are allowable as dependent upon claim 1 . 

The phrase "substantially simultaneous" had been deemed definite, since this 
phrase is given in the context of memory access time. Specifically "substantially 
simultaneous" has been interpreted as meaning "an operation which occurs in less than 
one memory clock cycle from the triggering event". In this context, the loading from 3 rd 
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level DOUT into either the 1 st or 2 nd DIN occurs less than one memory cycle after the 
accessing of the data in the third level memory. 

In regards to claim 1 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses the loading 
operation into the first level memory is triggered by an address calculated by an 
seperate address logic circuit in combination of the other specified claim limitations. 

Claims 12,13,15-20 are allowable as dependent upon claim 11.
